After a lengthy hearing the 
city council voted 1 to 1 in favor 
of granting a variance to the 
zoning ordinance that will permit 
Mrs. W. Jarvis Barlow to trans¬ 
fer title of the famed estate to 
the Sisters of St. Francis of 
Penance and Christian Charity 
to be operated as a Pacific 
Coast mother house and novi¬ 
tiate. 

Sale of the celebrated Villa del 
Sol d’Oro and the magnificently 
landscaped 12-acrc estate was 
completed this week, but Mother 
Emma Gale, Provincial Superior, 
announces that the order will not 
take possession until after Jan¬ 
uary 1. Members of the house¬ 
hold will then include four pro¬ 
fessed sisters, seven candidates 
and one novice. 

Only changes contemplated in 
the villa now are conversion of 
the second floor ballroom into a 
dormitory, and establishment of 
a chapel in the drawing room. 

Decision of the council to sus¬ 
tain action of the planning com¬ 
mission was reached after a 
somewhat tense session which 
centered around two main argu¬ 
ments, whether granting of the 
variance would tend to weaken 
Sierra Madre’s entire zoning or¬ 
dinance, and a possible decrease 
in surrounding property values 
as the result of permitting a

Fifteen percent of the amount 
raised will remain uere for war 
relief supplies, while the remain¬ 
ing amount will go into the gen¬ 
eral fund and will be used for 
Red Cross recreation centers, 
which alone are permitted within 
Army posts, and at Army hos¬ 
pitals.

Survey Shows 
Folks Ready 
In Defense 


Many Sierra Madre 
Citizens Offer Services 
And Accommodations 

Report of Mrs. Grace B. Cau- 
kin at the second meeting of the 
Civilian Defense Council Tuesday 
evening revealed that 1300 in¬ 
quiry forms have been returned 
to ne Civilian Defense office by 
the 62 women assigned to con¬ 
duct a .survey of the city last 
week. 

Emergency housing data al¬ 
ready compiled shows that 1,436 
beds are available and that bed¬ 
ding will be required for 605 
beds; 46 camp cots could be 
leaned to general headquarters. 
There are nine station wagons 
available, 7 trailers, and over 
25 trucks. 

Many qualified women have I 
signified their willingness to serve j 
as camp cooks or assist in the 
operation of field kitchens, while J 
younger women have offered to j 
act as waitresses and messen¬ 
gers. Scores of women who are \ 
unable to work away from home, 
have declared themselves willing 
to do any amount of work at j 
home. 

Mrs. Caukin also stated that 
her committee has prepared a 
list of doctors, doctors assistants, 
dentists, practical and registered 
nurses and social welfare work¬ 
ers.

DURING THE EMERGENCY 


Superintendent Announces 
Rules To Be Followed 
In Blackouts 

Preliminary war emergency 
advice to parents and school 
children was released yesterday 
by Gerald Sn. .A. school super¬ 
intendent, with the view of achi¬ 
eving maxium protection for 
Sierra Madre children at all 
times. 

Mr. Smith states that "It has 
been agreed when the warning 
signal for an air raid is given, 
children should be kept in school, 
in order that they may be under 
supervision during the danger 
period. Glover’s book on ‘Civil 
Defense,’ shows that 98 per cent 
of the casualties in England a- 
mong children was caused by 


their being outside and hit by 
falling debris. 

“Consequently the following di¬ 
rections have been issued to 
teachers: 'At the sounding of an 
alarm children are to sit or lie 
on the floor near the wall away 
from window. Children who aare 
outside, in the auditorium, or 
cafeteria, must go immediately 
to their classrooms. Children will 
stay in their respective rooms 
until the 'all clear’ signal is giv¬ 
en.' Teachers must be prepared 
to stay at school any length of 
time that their services are 
needed. Plans should be made 
by each teacher to maake child¬ 
ren under their care as comfor¬ 
table as possible. This may be 
done by having materials to read, 
quiet conversational games to 
play, or some other device to

Police Issue Regulations 
To Be Followed During 
Air Raid Alarms 

Give Blackout Signals And Rules To Be Observed 

Until All Clear Siren Is Sounded— Citizens Advised 

To Remain In Homes During Period Of Darkness 

Air raid wanting instructions issued to all Siemi 
Madreans this week by Chief of Police Gordon McMillan 
and Fire Chief William Richards are as follows. 

One continuous two minute blast of fluctuating pitch 
will signal air raid danger. Sounded in the night, it will 
call for immediate and complete blackout. 

Citizens are advised to remain inside their homes 
until the all clear is sounded. This will be one two-minute 
continuous blast of steady pitch. Chief Richards advises 

-that all homes have one room, 

preferably the kitchen, complete¬ 
ly blacked out. 

Upon sounding of the air raid 
alarm, all motorists shall p^rk 
immediately oft the main tra¬ 
veled portion of the highway, 
turn out all lights and wslk to 
safety. These conditions must be 
maintained unUl the all dear is 
sounded. 

No private vehicles may be op¬ 
erated during the blackout, and 
colored cellophane or other 
means of dimming headlights will 
not be permitted on such ve¬ 
hicles. Motorists now driving

Many Defects To Be 
Corrected During Period 
Of Hospitalization 

A relaxation of physical stand¬ 
ards for enlistments in the U. S. 
Navy and the Naval Reserve was 
announced this week by the Navy 
Department. In commenting on 
this action, the Navy Depart¬ 
ment announcement stated that 
numerous men who in past 
months have sought to enlist 
and have been rejected on the 
basis of minor physiclal defects 
will, because of the modification 
of physical standards, be encou¬ 
raged to re-apply for enlistment 
in either the regular Navy or 
the Naval Reserve for the dura¬ 
tion of the emergency. 

The Navy Department has re¬ 
quested that any person know¬ 
ing of young men who have 
been barred from enlistment In 
the Navy or the Naval Reserve 
because of minor physical rea¬ 
sons should bring this modifica¬ 
tion in physical requirements to 
the attention of these young 
men.. 

Applicants with varicose veins 
will be acceptable under the 
changed standards, this varico¬ 
cele condition to be corrected, if 


the condition is painful, at the 
Naval Training Station to which 
hte new recruits are sent. Hyd¬ 
rocele. another defect that for¬ 
merly ruled out numerous appli¬ 
cants. will bo corrected, if nec¬ 
essary. after enlistees arrive aat 
training stations. Applicants 
suffering from hernia will be ac¬ 
cepted provided their I. Q.'s are 
75 or better. Recruits suffering 
from hernia will be treated at 
the training stations and will be 
enrolled for schooling during 
their periods of convalescence. 

Other physical defects which 
formerly prevented men from be¬ 
ing accepted as redouts, but 
which now are waived, are sea¬ 
sonal hay fever; eorrectible na¬ 
sal deformities or nasal deformi¬ 
ties of such a degree as not fo 
interfere with duty undernou¬ 
rished and underdeveloped appli- 
tal treatment will be given at 
not due to organic disease. Den- 
the training station. 

Any applicant who has been 
rejected because of any of the 
defects noted above is urged to 
re-apply -for enlistment in the 
Navy or Naval Reserve immedi¬ 
ately. All applicants accepted 
with defects requiring correction 
will be hospitalized.

A few years ago there was un¬ 
veiled in Caracas, the capital of 
the South American republic of 
Venezuela, a statue of a great Pan- 
American. The inscription on it, 
written in Spanish, reads: “Henry 
Clay, 1777-1852, Apostle of fra¬ 
ternity between the countries of 
America and valiant defender of 
their independence. The United 
States of America presents to the 
United States of Venezuela this 
statue of its illustrious statesman, 
Speaker of the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives, Senator and Secretary 
of State.” 

The statue, given in return for 
one of General Simon Bolivar, the 
South American champion of in¬ 
dependence and Pan-Americanism 
which was unveiled in Central 
Park in New York city in 1921, 
was formally dedicated by a dis¬ 
tinguished delegation from the 
United States and the statue was 
received by the President of the 
Republic of Venezuela. 

This ceremony, which honored 
the man who, in the United States, 
has been called "the First Pan- 
American” and “the Father of 
Pan-Americanism,” was a signifi¬ 
cant one in the history' of the na¬ 
tions of the New World. It was a 
gesture of friendship on the part 
of the most powerful of those na¬ 
tions to a smaller nation which 
has reason to feel grateful to an 
older sister in the Pan-American 
family. For to the Venezuelans 
the statue, erected in the square 
in their capital to which they 
have given the name of Plaza 
Henry Clay, means more than a 
mere memento of a great man. To 
them Henry Clay was a friend, 
not only a friend in words, but a 
friend in deeds as well and the 
monument will stand as a constant 
reminder of that fact and of the 
international good will which 
prompted the presentation of it 
to their country. 

As early as 1816 Henry Clay 
began his campaign in the Con¬ 
gress in support of the colonies 
of Spain, then in revolt. Clay in 
his capacity as Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, reason¬ 
ing that the United States might 
have openly “to take part with the 
patriots of South America,” op¬ 
posed the reduction of taxes inci¬ 
dent to the War of 1812, and a 
year later likewise opposed a bill 
intended to stop the fitting out of 
war vessels in United States ports, 
maintaining that such a bill might 
be detrimental to the interests of 
South Americans who were still 
struggling for their freedom. 

In 1817 he offered a proposal to 
authorize a salary for a minister 
to the provinces of the Rio de la 
Plata. In March, 1818, Clay made 
the speech which is still grate¬ 
fully remembered by South 
Americans. Like all of Clay’s ora- 


I This speech gained for the 
United States generally and Henry

When Clay became secretary of 
state in 1825, his zeal in promoting 
j friendship between the republics 
l of North and South America be- 
J came apparent almost immediate- 
1 ly. He has been hailed as “The 
i Father of Pan-Americanism” in 
| the United States because of the 
steps which he took to encourage 
the success of the congress at Pan¬ 
ama in 1826, which convened at 
| the call of Simon Bolivar. The 
| United States was not in the first 
list of countries, but at Clay's sug¬ 
gestion this country later was in¬ 
cluded. The invitation gave Clay 
an opportunity to prepare instruc¬ 
tions to the United States delega¬ 
tion, which in every feature seems 
to accord with the principles 
| which have governed the Pan- 
American movement and the Good 
Neighbor policy of recent years. 

One of the facts about Clay’s 
! influence upon the international 
| policy of the United States which 
is not commonly known to most 
North Americans is in regard to 
the so-called “Monroe Doctrine.” 
The principles enunciated in that 
famous document Clay forecast 
in July, 1921. He had been plead¬ 
ing the cause of the South Ameri¬ 
can patriots with brilliance and 
fervor in the Congress, which 
was more or less indifferent to 
it. Slowly, however, public opin¬ 
ion was won over and when 
finally in 1822 the purchase of 
Florida was ratified, President 
Monroe began to recognize the 
new republics. The next year the 
President uttered the words which 
have been famous as the “Monroe 
Doctrine,” although they might 
more justly be called the "Clay 
Doctrine,” for had not Henry Clay 
prepared the way for them and 
contributed ideas to the formula¬ 
tion of the doctrine, they might 
never have been uttered. Clay’s 
last great Pan-American work as 
Secretary of State in 1825, was to 
organize European influence, par¬ 
ticularly that of Russia, to prevail 
upon Spain to discontinue the war 
against her former colonics. 

The story of this man who was 
so signally honored in the Vene¬ 
zuelan capital as a figure of in-

such rule or regulation so adopt¬ 
ed and promulgated 13 hereby 
declared to be a misdemeanor. 

SECTION 6. It shall be unlaw¬ 
ful to disobey any lawful direc¬ 
tion or order of a peace officer, 
highway patrolman, or fireman 
given during a period of air raid 
alarm, which order is reasonably 
necessary for the maintenance of 
public order or safety or to ef¬ 
fect the extinguishment or ob¬ 
scuration of light.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY 
OF SIERRA MADRE 
RELATING TO AIR RAID 
PRECAUTIONS 

The City Council of the city of 
Sierra Madre does hereby ordain 
as follows: 

SECTION 1. As used in this 
ordinance the following words 
and phrases shall mean: 

"Air aid warning signal'' shall 
mean a signal, by siren, whistle,

SECTION 2. The Chief of Po¬ 
lice is hereby authorized and di¬ 
rected to cause the ounding of 
an air raid warning signal and 
of an all clear signal when, and 
only when, the district in which 
the city is located is notified so 
to do by the United States Air¬ 
craft Warning Service. 

SECTION 3. Any person who 
effects or maintains any illumina¬ 
tion, or permits any illumination 
under his control to be effected 
or maintained, at any place with¬ 
in the City of Sierra Madre dur¬ 
ing any period of air raid alarm 
In the hours of darkness, except 
within a blackout structure, shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

SECTION 4. The maintenance 
or leaving of any illumination, 
except within a blackout struc¬ 
ture, without provision for its 
extinguishment, within one min¬ 
ute after the commencement of 
a period of air raid alarm by a 
competent person over the age 
of eighteen years attendant at 
the place where such illumina¬ 
tion is controlled, is hereby pro¬ 
hibited. 

SECTION 5. In order to en¬ 
able the Chief of Police to con¬ 
form to the request of the Unit¬ 
ed States Aircraft Warning Ser¬ 
vice for the obscuration, diminu¬ 
tion or extinguishment of any il¬ 
lumination, whether in c: out of 
doors, which increases the vul¬ 
nerability of the City of Sierra 
Madre, or any portion thereof, 
to air attack, or for the regula¬ 
tion of traffic during Hie period 
or air raid alarm, the Cmei or 
Police may adopt and promul- 
I gate reasonable rules and requla- \ 
tions for such purposes, and any 
rules or regulations so adopted '

At the commence¬ 
ment of a period of air raid 
air ! alarm, the operator of any mo¬ 
tor vehicle shall forthwith bring 
such vehicle as far as possible to 
the side of the street, road or 
highway off the main traveled 
portion thereof, and the operator 
of such motor vehicle, and the 
operator of any street car, shall 
bring such motor vehicle or 
street car to a stop clear of any 
crossing, intersection, fire house,

3) All authorized emergency 
vehicles as defined in sections 44 
and 44.1 of the Vehicle Code of 
California. 

4) All vehicles being operated 
by members of the California 
State Guard while actually on 
duty; 

5) All vehicles of volunteer 
personnel engaged in the opera¬ 
tion of the Aircraft Warning 
Service of the Fourth Interceptor 
Command while such personnel 
are actually going to or from 
their posts of duty. 

6) All vehicles certified by |

The provisions of 
every ordinance of this city and

ed during the period between any 
air raid warning signal and the 
next succeeding all clear signal. 

SECTION 13. Any person who 
shali violate any provision of 

thi3 ordinance shall be guilty of 

a misdemeanor and, upon con¬ 
viction thereof, shall be punished 
by a fine of not exceeding three 
hundred dollars ($300,00) or by 
imprisonment in the City Jail or 
in the County Jail not exceeding 
three months, or by both such 

fine and imprisonment. 

SECTION 14. This ordinance 
is required for the immediate 
preservation of the public peace, 
health and safety, and the fol¬ 
lowing is the statement of facts 
constituting such urgency; The 
United States is at war and this 
city is in great and continuing 
danger of air and other attack 
by the enemy. 

SECTION 15. If any provision 
of this ordinance or the applica¬ 
tion thereof to any person or 
circumstances is held Invalid, 
such Invalidity shall not effect 
other provisions or applications
